THE TREASURY OF THE U. STATES. 





The annual Report of the Secretary of the Trea- 


sury has been transmitted to Congress —The pre- 
cise account of the actual Receipts into the Trea- 
sury during the three first quarters of the departed 
year (1823). are ascertained to be $16,174,035, and 
the receipts for the-4th quarter of the same year 
are estimated at $4,270,000, making a total nett 
revenue for the year of 820,444,035. and, with the 
balance which was in the Treasury on the first day 
of that year, making a total amount of $24,681,462. 
The expenditures during the three first quarters of 
the same year, were $11,422,847, and the expendi- 
tures for the fourth quarter of the same year are 
estimated at $3.894,559, making a total expenditure 
during the last year of $15,317,407, and leaving a 
balance in the Treasury on the first day of the pre- 
sent month, estimated at $9,364,055.

prospective estimates of receipts and expenditures,

There 
are also in commission five ships of one deck, car- 
rying 60 guns each; there are 21 heavy frigates of

Washington Irving is reported to have collected 
materials for a very interesting work, during his re- 
cent tour in Germany.-—He sojourned some time 
at Versailles, before returning to England, where he 
met several choice English spirits, who at present 
reside in that once celebrated and gay city. and who 
continue periodically to supply works of imagina- 
tion and criticism to the popular reviews and ma- 
gazines in London.

The construction of the Penitentiary of Geneva 
is nearly finished.

Northern Exfedition.—It is in contemplation to 
send out two land expeditions to assist in the disco- 
very of a North Western Passage; one is to be
